ready have done eſſential ſervice : 

« That, admitting the efforts of thoſe confidential ſlaues may be attended 
201% the happieſt eſfects, it is evident that the day muſt arrive, when theſe 
valuable men muſt be returned to their maſters : 

« That the mountains where the rebellion exiſts, are covered with provi- 
ons, owing to the number of eftates which have of late years been created in the 


vicinity of the cock-pits'; that this afferds an increaſed quantity of food to any 


number of banditti who may occupy theſe faſineſſes.: 

That the country in queſtion is the weak point of the. Hand, aud —_— 
requires a ſpecific and appropriate defence : 

« That, whether alarm is well or ill founded, whether danger is real or 
zmaginary, equal evil generally accrues to this iſland ; and often, on trivial 2 
cafions, it is ſubjected to an enormous expenditure of treaſure, and alſo to the 


conſtant diſgrace of heavy bodies of militia, with numerous followers and bag- 


gage negroes, returning without having diſcovered any enemy to compete with : 


« That his hone” g opinton is not only founded on the papers that accempany 


this meſſage, but is alſo the reſult of his military experience in this i/land.: 
 « That he, therefore, muſt earneſtly recommend, that at leaſt three companies 
of truſty negroes, under white officers, be forthwith raiſed, for the purpoſe of 
conſtantly ranging the cock-pits, and the woods adjoining : 
« That thoſe three companies ſhould confift of ſeventy privates each, with 
vfficers and non-commiſſioned officers, in proportion :

commended, that I ſolicit your lordſhip to adopt ſuch meaſuies as may ſeem moſt 
adviſable, for the ſupprefſic n of that which appears to be the forerunger of a new 
commotion among the ſlaves: T muſt apprize your lordſhip, that Me, Young, who 
js named in that letter, himſelf produced it to me, and corroborated, moſt circum- 
ſtantially, the ſeveral matters therein related; but, as he met me on the road, at a 
great diſlance from an houſe, and as he was extremely anxious to watch the mo- 
tions of the rebels during the night, if they could be diſcoveted, I thought it advita- 
ble that he ſhould return to the property, for its immediate protecti n, and I could 
not then take his affidavit of the facts, but which ſhall be ſent vou by the next poſt; 
before that time we hope to have your lordſhip's anſwer to this.

Coxheath pen; which, if not timely checked, may prove of a very ſerious conſe- 
quence to the inhabitants of this iſſand. | 2 

This morning, between the hours of nine and ten o'clock, a body of runaways, 
to a conſiderable number, came out of the woods, and broke into my houſe there, 
and carried away three guns, with a-very rich hanger and belt of mine, and a pair 
of pitols; the cloathing of Mr. Young, &c. | ES 
For more particulars I refer you to him; I think that immediate word ſhould be 
"ſent to the lieutenant-governor, acquainting him of this circumſia'ice, that he might 
give orders for parties to proceed againſt them, that theſe banditti may be routed; 
and there is not the leaſt doubt that, if Mr. Young had been in the houſe, he muſt 
have fallen a ſacrifice to their ferocitr, for the negroes that were there, lay they 
were very anxious to lay hold of him. | 

As ſoon as they ſprung out of tne woods '({ had a mulatto groom attending my 
horſes in the ſtable, cl fe to tle wood), they hallooed to hold him, or ſhoot him; 
upon which one of them preſented his fire lock, but the lad had the recollection of | 
hunting two Spanith hounds after them, which J had from colonel Gibſon ; one of 
which ſeized one of the negroes. and another of tuoſe negroes ſtruck at him, and 
cut off half is ear; and immediately three of them ſprung into the houſe, and 
hallooed where Mr. Young was; the two hounds followed them there, and there 
not being play enough for the dogs to act, they uiutortunately cut one to pieces.

.aforeſail, planter, overfeer on Coxheath pen, in the ſame pariſh, 3 by 

James M«Ghie, efquire, being duly ſworn, maketh o.:th, and ſaith, that, on Wed 

-neſdav-the fourteenth day of February inſtant, this deponent was on buff wad 5 at 

Windfor pen, adjoining to Coxheath, when a mulatto groom, belonging to the 

ſaid ſames M*Ghie, by the name of Archer, who reſides on Coxheath aforeſaid, 

came tunning to this deponent, and informed him, that fince this deponent had left ; 
Coxheath pen, three runaways belonging to the ſaid James M*hiz, named Cuf— | 
fee, March, and Polydore, which are the names of three negroes belonging to the 
Laid Tames M*Ghie, two of whom, Polydore and Mar:h, had run away on the 
twelfth day of October, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety- five, and the other 
of whom, Cuffce. had run away on the eighteenth of September, one thouſand 
ven hundred and ninety-ſeven. as by the giving. in to the veſtry, on this deponent's 
oath, may appear, ruſhed ont of the woods near the ſtable on Coxheath, all armed 
with guns and cutlaſſes, and made an attack upon the ſaid ſlave, named Archer, 
who eſcaped from them by running; that Cuffee Ealled out to the others ſhoot 
that mulatto raſcal ;” but he continued to run, and the three runaways paſſed him 


two Spaniſh dogs at them, and proceeded immediately to this deponent; and this 4 
deponent further ſaith, on this relation from Archer, to which this deponent gave 4 
full credit, as he had leſt Coxheath not much more than half an hour before, he, 


this deponent. immediately went through the woods to Coxheath, accompanied by 


Mr. M*Nith, the ov erſeer, and Mr. Brown, the carpenter and ſawyer of Windſor, 
all armed with guns, and furniſhed with ammunition ; that, on their arrival there, 


they found four other white perſons, all armed in like manner, in the houſe, ſaw 


one of the dogs lying dead near the houſe ; and, upon entering the houſe, found a 
bureau broke open, out of which weie taken a powder-horn, with four loads of 
gunpowder, about four flints, and a few balls; three guns, two hangers, a pair of 
piſtols, and a number of articles of wearing apparel belonging to this deponent 
were alſo taken away; the ſtore-door was allo broke open, and ſome provitions 
taken out; two bags of bullets were alſo in the ſtore, and ſeveral others were in the 
houſe, but only a few, as above ſtated, were taken awav ; and this deponent further 
Laith. that, upon ſtrict and diligent enguiry among Vir.

I have verv attentively eonſidered he letter yon wrote me on the 19th Febru- 
ary, in which you ſent me an extract of a report of a committee cf the houſe of 
: aſſembly of Jamaica, of the 7th December, 1796, reſpecting the ſubſiſtence and eſ- 
tabliſpment of the: maroons ſent from Jamaica to Nova- Scotia. The purport of 
that re port is, to ſubmit to the aſſembly of Jamaica, the propriety of fixing and de- 
| claring a period, beyond which that ifſand ſhould be no longer bound to ſupport 
thoſe people in their preſent. ſettlement, and further that that period ſhould be the 
22d July, 1798. 


In order to judge of the reaſonàbleneſs of that eel it will he neceſſary 


to recur to the circumſtances under which the maroons were originally ſent te 
Halifax; ; and to obſerve, in the firſt place, that, on the part of the legi Nature of Ja- 
; maica, no communication of the meaſure of ſending them out of the iſland was or 
could be made to the king's confidential ſervants, ſo as to obtain his majeſty's ſanc- 
tion to it, prior to its being carried: into effect ; When this meaſure was firſt pro- 
poſed, it appears from the reſolvtion of the joint committee of conference of the 
two houſes of the legiſlature of Jamaica, of the 20th April, 1796, that the maroons 
were to be maintained at the public expence of the iſland, for a reaſonable time after 
their arrival at the place of their deſtination: Combining, therefore, this reſolution, 
and the circumſtances under which the removal of the maroons took place, and 
conſidering them together, It is impoſſible o infer that it could have been in the 
contemplation of his majeſty, when he permitted his royal acquieſcence in this 
- meaſure to be ſignified, that his iſland of Jamaica could intend otherwiſe, than to 
take upon themſelves the whole expence of the eſtabliſhment and maintenance of 
the maroons, in that part of his majeſty's dominions to which it haq ſent them, un- 
til thoſe people ſhould be enabled to maintain themſelves: Befides the nature of 
the thing ſpeaks for itſelf, and is as little conſiſtent with the wiſdom, as with 
the liberality and juſtice, of the legiſlature of Jamaica, to ſuppoſe that they could in- 
tend to preſcribe a definite limit, to that which could not bot of neceſſity depend 
upon events which human foreſight could not provide for, as it would be to ſuffer 
a thovglit of the poſſibility ot their intending to relieve themſelves from the burthen 
they bad undertaken, by laying it upon the people of Nora-Scotia, No perſon, 
who knows any thing of the manner in which the maroons were brought there, 
could bear the idea of ſubjecting that province to any burthen upon their account; 
and, different as the circumſtances of this country are from that, J am ſure it will 
not be inſiſted upon, that any expectation could be reaſonably entertained, that we 
ſhould take upon ourſelves the expence of maintaining thoſe people, concerning 
whoſe removal we had never the opportunity of even giving an opinion. Deſirous 
that this queſtion ſhould ſtand upon tits own plain and ſimple ground, you obſerve 
that I have not availed myſelf litherto of the advantages which J might have de- 
rived, from the official correſpondence which has paſſed upon this ſubject; a re- 
Jerence to wich will put the matter, as far as his majeſty's government is concern- 
ed, beyond the pc ſubility of doubt.

I] have entered thus fully into the queſtion, and have traced the progreſs of this 
tranſaction from its ſource, in full confidence, that it only requires to be fully and 
fairly repreſented to the legiſlature of Jamaica, to induce them to make ſuch provi- 
ſion as ſhall be neceſſary forthe maroons, until they can maintain themſelves in ſuch 
manner, and under the conduct of ſuch perſons, as that legiſlature ſhall think proper 
to appoint for that purpoſe. The direQions which have been uniformly given to 
fir John Wentworth have been, to give every aid and aſſiſtance in his power, and 
to take every poſſible care, that ſuch proviſion ſhould be made as economically as
